[ AM one of thofe who very much approve of the 

extenfive: improvements. at prefent carrying on 
for the greater convenience and ornament of this ci- 
ty- Our prefent worthy Chief Magittrate in parti- 
cular, deferves the warmeit thanks of his fellow ci- 
tizens for his uncommon attention and unwearied 
exertions in ha(tering their completion. But, Sir,

But, Sit, without there 
is an additional degree of attention exercifed in tra- 
cing this depravity to its various fources, every ex- 
ertion of the civil powet to ftop tle baneful current, 
will prove of no avail. Amongft the many fources 
to which this depravity may be traced, I fee none 
more evident than the company and converfation of 
bad women. When women ftep afide from,a vir- 
tuous to a vicious courfe of life, we will, for the 
moft part, find them tenfold more wicked than thé 
vicious of our fez. To account for tiiis, various 
caufes have been affigned, into neither of which is it

Ofakoi, who often Had endéatoured to prevail on 
his companion to, fet him know the names of the 
confpirators, preffed him again to fatisfy his curiofi- 
ty, but witHout fuccefs. —

es, (faid the flave.) You-.are going to affociate 
with brave men, aniniated with the hope of ven- 
geance, and who, notwithftanding your youth and 
inexperience, defire to have you. at their head.
